Hall launched after pictures surface

After a series of photos picturing 
wliat appears to be food 
contamination liave surfaced 
on tlie popular Facebook page 
UMentioned Laurentian, an 
"investigation" is being launched 
into the food safety protocols of 
the Great Hall, said Jean-Louis 
Guyot, Food Service Director of 
Aramark at Laurentian. 
Currently, four photos have been 
published: the first showing what 
appears to be a bug in a salad, 
published by the page on Sept. 
16. 

On Oct.4, another photo surfaced, 
showing what appeared to be 
undercooked red meat found in 



a serving from the Fresh Food 
Company 

Earlier this month two more 
photos surfaced on Nov 16, one 
showing what appears to be 
plastic in the food, and another 
showing what appeared to be a 
substantial amount of hair in the 
food. 

Guyot said that food services 
are currently strictly monitored, 
that all the staff members have 
completed health and safety 
training, and that the facility is 
inspected weekly 
"In regards to the photos we are 
doing a thorough investigation, 
all the way up the supply chain, to 
see where the foreign matter may 
have come from," Guyot said. 
Although there has been some 
mention on comments of the 
photos that the matter in the 
pictures may be fake or staged, 
Guyot said an investigation is 
launched regardless. 
"We take this very seriously 
Unfortunately when it's 
anonymous there is no way for 
us to know whether it is authentic 




or not, but we can't take the 
chance of saying 'hey, it might be 
fake.' We still have to conduct an 
investigation." 

The internal investigation 
will also look into which staff 
members were working on the 
days the photos were said to be 
taken, and Guyot said he will be 
speaking to the supervisors on 
duty at the time. 

"The photos are not something 
that I like to see because 
obviously we take great pride (in 
the food)," said Ben Demianiuk, 
Director of Food and Housing 
Services at Laurentian. "Knowing, 
though, that we do serve about 
1,000 meals a day, so about 
60,000 since we opened, there's 
bound to be a few issues here 
and there, not that I'm diminishing 



the seriousness of it." 
Demianiuk encourages any 
students who may have an issue 
with food at the Great Hall or any 
other locations on campus to talk 
to either himself or Guyot, or send 
an email to the foodservices® 
laurentian.ca email address. 
At this time. Lambda has not been 
able to contact any of the original 
photographers of the photos.

Nov. 19 signalled a moment that 
would be treasured for many in the 
Laurentian community: Margaret 
Atwood attended her final birthday 
dinner at Laurentian University, 
marking the end of a 10-year 
tradition. 

Many fans of Canadian literature 
gathered for an intimate evening 
conversation with Laurentian 
Chancellor Steve Paikin and 
esteemed author Margaret 
Atwood. 

Following a dinner held in the 
Brenda Wallace Reading Room, 
I had the chance to sit down and 
speak with Atwood. 
Although this may have been 
the final birthday celebration for 
Atwood at Laurentian University, 
it is safe to say that the past ten 
years have been cherished and 
respected. 
Happy Birthday 

Q: You are turning 75: can you 
some your life tliis far up witli just 
one word? 

At first she said that it was 
impossible to describe one's 
life with a single word. She then 
responded, "Can I use an imaginary 
word, let's say awesome? It covers 
both the good and the bad, doesn't 
it?" It wouldn't be a surprise that 
this same imaginary word would 
describe the general feeling of the 
interview. 

Q: Firstly, we need to ask, why end 
the tradition now? Why 10 years? 

She started by thanking all who 
helped organize the event in the 
first place and began to celebrate 
the fact that "we accomplished 
a lot," referencing the Margaret 
Atwood Scholarship Fund. She 
continued, "it's ending because 
those original people who started 
the event are all retiring, or have 
already retired, and it is difficult 



to organize." She does, however, 
hope to see the scholarship fund 
continually grow. 

Q: What has been your most 
memorable moment, of the 10 
years? 

"Well, the student theatrical 
performance of some of the short 
works was nice, and the film that 
they made on Manitoulin Island 
which told a story about some 
ladies wanting to have a Margaret 
Atwood reading group but no one 
would come unless they turned it 
into a bingo," after a brief stint of 
chuckling she continued, "and of 
course, the 'Waiting for Atwood' 
canoeing saga: it has always been 
pretty good." 

Q: Say this event was never 
conceived ten years ago, what 
reasons would you have to come 
to Sudbury? What here inspires 
you? 

"Sudbury is a big example of 
people regenerating, especially 
in the environment - it deserves to 
have some attention called to it," 
continuing on to say that she can 
"vividly remember the moonscape 
period perfectly well, and it was at 
that time that people decided to 
not live in a city where nothing was 
living anymore. They brought back 
nature, trees, birds, plants, and 
fish, all important." 

Q: Given the discussion of the 
environment, I had to ask: what do 
you think of the plans to tear down 
the super stack? 

"Simply better to be torn down, 
then falling down." She added a 
comforting note, "just have a Stack 
Brew." 

Q: A curveball question: what has 
been your darkest thought? 

"Dark is relative." For a moment 
we in the room were somewhat 
stunned by the poetic nature in 
which she said this. "Many find my 
works dark, yet many find them 
funny, and then there are those that 



find them both dark and funny I'm 
quite a cheerful person; it's in my 
work that my Mr Hyde emerges." 

Q: I know of your love for zombies, 
so I have to ask: Imagine, amidst 
a zombie apocalypse, you are 
running through a library. You have 
to choose two books: one to bring 
with you, one to use as a weapon. 
Which are they? 

After asking why she was in a library 
and then pondering her choice, she 
answered with, "I would use the 
Oxford English Dictionary as the 
weapon. That's big enough. I think 
I would choose a comic book for 
the journey" eventually deciding 
on a Batman comic. 

Q: Lets get serious again: 
regarding your newest book. 
Stone Mattress, what was [were] 
the inspiration[s]? 

"The cluster of coincidences that 
shaped the stories... well, I really 
was on a ship in the arctic, and 
we really were discussing how 
one would get away with a killing 
on such a ship." Graeme Gibson 
had the answer pretty quickly; 
apparently the way to do it is to kill 



the person before getting on the 
ship and throughout the journey, 
act as if they are still on the ship 
and rearrange the stuff in their 
room to make it look like someone 
is living there. "I always wanted to 
write a book about a cut-off hand."

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Student begins Northern clothing line

The latest development in 
Laurentian University school 
spirit is here, and it's student- 
led. Established in August of 
2014, Tychon Carter-Newman 
has created North 705, the up- 
and-coming clothing line of the 
Northern district. 
What exactly is North 705? 
"I have a definition," says Carter- 
Newman, a fifth year student at 
Laurentian University and captain 
of the Laurentian Voyageurs men's 
basketball team. 

"(The brand) is more than just a 
change in apparel, it is a change 
in attitude. This is new-found pride 
and school spirit. We are unique 
and we are the true north. The 705 
territory is ours." 

The brand is meant to bring more 
spirit to Laurentian. 
"The 705 is us," he emphasizes, 
"even though it encompasses 
Barrie, North Barrie, Sault St Marie. 
I'm saying that we run it, it's ours." 
North 705 was conceived to build 
upon the existing clothing and 
spirit wear that already exists at 
Laurentian. Carter-Newman is 
looking to expand the brand, and 
introduce more creativity into the 
apparel.

This 
article is the second in a segment 
of articles, developed to provide 
university students like you insight 
on how-to travel on a university 
budget. 

Something seriously important 
needs to be said about the con- 
cept of hotels: they're expensive 
and often not worth the cost. 
Furthermore, there's an absolute 
need for people to warm up to 
the idea of sleeping in something 
less than a palace while on vaca- 
tion. 

A lot of emphasis is placed on 
unnecessary hotel amenities, 
the amount of 'stars' an estab- 
lishment is credited with, and 
whether or not they look modern 
enough. 

Do you think your bedroom de- 
serves a 4-5 stars rating? 
Probably not - and there's noth- 
ing wrong with that - but that's the 
idea behind this article: at the end 
of the day a hotel is just a room 
and board to sleep on, and part of 
saving money abroad is coming 
back to terms with the concept of 
living modestly 

I've paid my dues in the 'overnight 
scenarios that would make my 
parents cry' department; a bench 

in Hamburg's Hauptbahnhof, a 
tent set atop a slug-infested field 
somewhere in the Czech Repub- 
lic, and a couple of overnight trips 



aboard non-AC trains in the pre- 
monsoon heat of Northern India. 
I'm not at all advocating that you 
bring yourself to the point of near 
homelessness, but what I am 
saying is that there is something 
beautiful that comes from des- 
peration. 

It's not a stretch to say that the 
less money you have, the more 
careful you are going to be with it, 
and that's what has bred a num- 
ber of creative ways around the 
cost restraints that come with 
travel. 

One of the easiest, most user- 
friendly ways of finding accom- 
modation at your price is AirBnB 
(http://www.airbnb.com), where 
you can search a private room, 
bed, couch, mattress, or floor 
within a preset budget of your 
choice in any location. 
It's a simple and effective con- 
cept where users register their 
open space for whatever cost 
they choose. 

Trust is built upon the reputation 
and reviews of both the host and 
guests individually 
I also always recommend the 
next closest thing to AirBnB, 
Couchsurfing (http://www.couch- 
surfing.org), but it's not for every- 
one. 

It's essentially the same as AirB- 
nB, but free: you simply look for 
hosts in a given location, write 
them an email, and then perhaps 
they put you up for the night. 
It has a remarkably non-sketchy 
reputation given its capacity for 
anything and everything to go 
wrong, but it's still not that simple. 
Couchsurfing has an ethos of cul- 
tural exchange, and you should 
always make an effort to spend 
time with your host, give them a 
hand with things, and express im- 
mense gratitude. 
If you want to expand your com- 
fort zone, approach programs 



like Couchsurfing (or Hospital- 
ity Club; http:www.hospitalityclub. 
org) at your own pace, but I can 
at least guarantee unforgettable 
memories. 

Other than the highly variable 
AirBnB and Couchsurfing, there 
are other more static options to 
fall back on. 

I'm talking about dormitories or 
hostels, which are geared to- 
wards budgeteers. 
Trust me, I know the stigma hos- 
tels come with and I get very 
frustrated and tired of defend- 
ing them, but they're more often 
very hip and designed for people 
to talk them up enough to stay in 
business. 



At anywhere from $3-$50/night, 
it can be challenging to turn one 
down if you're in the mood for 
some late night adventures.

McCormick, President and Vice Chancellor of 
Huntington University

rentian University President and Vice-Chancel- 
lor Dominic Giroux, which will appear in the Jan. 
13 edition of Lambda. 

Q: Academically speaking, what sets Hunting- 
ton University aside from the federated univer- 
sities and the rest of Laurentian? 

A: Huntington University is truly a community 
It's a place where our faculty our students, 
our staff and our external community partners 
come together to work on programs, to work on 
courses, and to work on ways that the education 
we receive can translate in meaningful ways to 
the larger community I've felt very blessed to 
be here - it's truly a community that's based on 
peace, purpose and passion. 

Q: Which programs are based out of Hunting- 
ton University? 



A: We have programs and courses in areas 
such as ethics, religious studies, theology 
communications and gerontology What's nice 
is that the programs and the courses them- 
selves, while unique and in separate strands, 
really come together with our faculty and our 
students. I always like to think of it that they're 
woven together as a tapestry, and that's what 
makes it unique. When students come to Hun- 
tinqton thev can take a course, thev can take a 



program or they can even live in our residence: 
they're each able to take their unique strands 
they find at Huntington and put them together in 
a way that reflects for them their journey to that 
point with us. 

Q: Why would you encourage students to study 
one of the programs offered at Huntington?

A: First, I always encourage students to do what 
is most important and meaningful to them, and 
what really speaks to their passion and their 
purpose. If they choose to come to Huntington 
for one of our programs or our courses or our 
residence, I hope it's with an understanding 
that they'll be a vibrant part of our community 
and someone that will be respected and wel- 
comed. There will be expectations of them to 
also be active in the community in some way 
- that could be on a local level with student 
government, participating with extra curricu- 
lar activities, or providing that leadership to a 
new student coming in when you've been here 
for three or four years and know the ropes. We 
always hope that students will reach out with 
the same hand that they were welcomed with, 
to help a student who is having challenges with 
his/her studies or life at that time. 

Q: As a building what does Huntington offer 
students? 

A: We have the library we have a number of 
centers in spirituality and religious studies, 
communications, and we also host the first 
teaching and learning center in Northern On- 
tario, the Lougheed Teaching and Learning 
Center We've just established in the last year 
and a half to two years the Canadian Institute 
for Studies and Education, which is really bring- 
ing together students, faculty and the external 
university community to see creative ways we 
can respond to challenges of age, and do it in a 
very respectful way 

Q: What sets Huntington University aside from 
the other federated universities and the LUL 
residences? 

A: Huntington is a community It's a place where 
people want to be, and what I find very inter- 
esting is that we have generations of students 
coming to Huntington. They'll say my mom went 
here, my dad went here, and we've even had 
opportunities where grand children have come 
here. It's the character the institution has - it's a 
place where students work with other students 
to help them. I think the greatest testament to 
Huntington is when students take time away 
they'll return when it's time to come back to 
Huntington. I don't attribute it to the bricks or the 
mortar, or any of the other cliches we can use 



- I truly think it's the people and the place, and 
the passion that we have. We have outstand- 
ing faculty who are committed award winning 
to their scholarship and passionate about their 
teaching... It creates that unique environment 
for students, whether they're living here or tak- 
ing a course or program. It really speaks to the 
community Huntington is, and has been for well 
over fifty years. 

Q: Many students who've lived in Huntington 
often return throughout their studies, so much 
so that there's a Master's student living here. 
Why do students return so often? 

A: Yes, there's a master's student here, who is 
president of the student association. It's quite 
interesting when people come to Huntington - 
at first, when you're new, you don't know what to 
expect. Sometimes students will make the de- 
cision to go to another place or another institu- 
tion, and if they decide to come back, to live or 
to study our programs, they say things haven't 
changed. I think that's a real testament to our 
institution. 



Q: Can you pick one word to encompass ev- 
erything that Huntington University is? 

A: May I use hyphens? It's a community of 
peace-purpose-and-passion. 

Q: As we enter the final weeks of classes and 
begin exams, is there a piece of advice you can 
offer first year students to deal with stress? 

A: Absolutely Realize that many people have 
been through it, realize that they are exercises 
you're going through, and try whenever possi- 
ble to find that balance. Learning is a journey; 
it's not just a destination. And that sounds rath- 
er cliche, but for first year students, and I see 
them in the pit - that's where some of our stu- 
dents will spend time - or the library and they'll 
sometimes be obsessing over a grade: recog- 
nize that while grades are important as far as 
measurements, they're not necessarily the only 
testament to the knowledge. |

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Radical Radio brings social activism

Talking Radical Radio. It's a broad 
brush with which to paint, but it's 
also accurate. 

Since February of 2013, Scott 
Neigh has been conducting, 
producing and broadcasting in- 
depth weekly interviews with 
Canadian social activists. 
"I've spoken to guests from all 
across the country and from 
many different movements 
and communities-in-struggle," 
Neigh said. "Just in the last 
handful of episodes, I have 
interviewed people working 
against environmental racism 
in Nova Scotia, someone doing 
mining justice organizing in 



Vancouver, a couple of people 
doing community-based histories 
of queer lives and struggles in 
Calgary, and a feminist activist 
very involved in struggles for 
reproductive justice in New 
Brunswick." 

If this sounds like a complex and 
challenging theme, you're right. 
Neigh is no stranger to radio, 
though. After finishing a degree 
in biochemistry at McMaster, he 
transferred his extra-curricular 
activism into creating grass- 
roots media. 

"That has meant lots of different 
things overtheyears, but between 
1998 and 2001 one of the things 
it meant was co-hosting and co- 
producing a weekly show on local 
political issues for 93.3 FM CFMU 



in Hamilton," says Neigh. 
Not one to get too comfortable, 
he next turned his attention 
to a series of interviews with 
Canadian activists. These turned 
into an oral history and, eventually, 
two books: Gender & Sexuality 
and Resisting the State. That 
work provided a model for what 
would become Talking Radical 
Radio. 

Whenaskedwhyhechoseto focus 
on social activism. Neigh replied, 
"I think understanding struggles 
for justice and liberation is central 
to understanding the world we 
live in and to understanding 
ourselves in relation to that 
broader world, even (or perhaps 
especially) when the struggle 
in question initially seems like it 



has nothing to do with us. As well, 
I see making such media as one 
way of supporting movements, 
which I think is an important thing 
to do." 

What does he like most 
about hosting such a smart 
and challenging show? The 
satisfaction of sending it out 
into the world each week, 
and the opportunity to speak 
with interesting people doing 
interesting things.

On Nov. 29, there will be a new 
group of Laurentian alumni 
inducted into the Voyageur Hall 
of Fame, and according to Peter 
Hellstrom, the athletic director, 
this is what "pride and tradition" 
is all about. 

"These inductees are the ones 
that allow for athletics to strive 
here in the future," said Hellstrom. 
"We want to honour them for all 
the blood, sweat and tears they 
put into this department, and they 
are all very important to us here 
at the University" 
This year's 2014 class of 
Voyageur Hall of Famers include 
Nordic skier, Bronson Lash 
(Davies), men's basketball player, 
Cory Bailey, and the entire 1975- 
76 women's basketball team. 
Lash led the Laurentian 
Nordic Skiing team to an OUA 
Championship title in 1999, and 
within that season, she was 
named the Laurentian Voyageurs 
Female Athlete of the Year Lash 
also received the Voyageur Award 
for outstanding contribution 
to athletics, academics and 
community service. 
Cory Bailey, who competed under 
head coach Peter Campbell, 
played four seasons for the 
Voyageurs' men's basketball 
team from 1994 to 1998. He 



helped lead Laurentian to three 
out of four appearances at the 

CIAU Championships, which also 
included an OUA Championship 
title during the 1997-98 
campaign. 

With Bailey's team success came 
individual awards as well, as 
throughout his four year career, 
he was named Voyageurs' rookie 
of the year, Laurentian's Most 
Valuable Player, a three-time 
OUA 1st team All-Star, two-time 
second team All-Canadian, OUA 
East Division Player of the year 
and Outstanding player in the 
OUA Finals. 

The women's 1 975-76 basketball 
team, led by head coach Norm 
Vickery, finished their season 
undefeated and claimed 
Laurentian's second consecutive 
OUA title and the CIAU 
Championship. The Voyageurs 
national title win was its second 
year of five consecutive CIAU 
Championships. 

The 1975-76 women's roster 
includes, head coach Vickery 
manager Mariana Disano, and 
players Eileen Buckingham 
(Galuska), Cindy Williams 
(Ferens), Michele Belanger, 
Donna Rudakas (Roman), 
Kathy Shields (Williams), Karen 
Banfield, Debbie Snow, Kathy 
Jennings, Terry Moss (Hanson), 
Janice Trembly, and Anne 
McGrath (Hurley). 
Hellstrom said these athletes' 
accomplishments are 
"unbelievable", and considers 
the 2014 class of Voyageur Hall 
of Fame inductees exactly what 
Laurentian University is all about. 
"This is the pride and tradition 
that paves a way for the future 
for varsity athletics," he said. "At 



the end of the day you look to 
the people like the Cory Bailey's, 
Bronson Davies' and the women's 
team and the builders over the 
past years, as the ones that allow 
for athletics to strive here in the 
future. It's prestigious for those 
Voyageurs, and they should be 
very proud."

Despite the Laurentian's women's 
basketball team losing by 40 
points in their home opening game 
against Ottawa, the Voyageurs 
managed to pull off a win the night 
later, versus Carleton. 
On Friday Nov. 14, the Voyageurs 
lost 89-49 to the Ottawa Gee-Gees 
at the Ben F. Avery Gymnasium. 
In the first, Laurentian scored the 
first five points curtesy of Adrienne 
Moreau and Devenae Bryce. 
However, the Gee-Gees stormed 
back going on a 14-0 run helping 
Ottawa take a 22-12 lead at the 
end of the quarter. 
The second provided much of the 
same, as Laurentian missed shots 
while the Gee-Gees hit key three- 
pointers and made easy field goal 
attempts giving Ottawa a 20 point 
lead going into halftime, 47-27. 
Coming off the break, Ottawa 
scored a combined 42 points 
within the third and fourth while 
Laurentian managed only 22, 
handing the Gee-Gees their 
second win of the season and the 
Voyageurs' first loss of their 2014- 
15 OUA campaign. 
Laurentian's fourth-year guard, 
Moreau, led the way for the 
Voyageurs scoring 14 points and 
collecting four rebounds. 
Also, first-year Voyageur, Meghan 
Forestell, scored 11 points in 22 
minutes of play making three of 
four shots behind the three-point 
line. 

Bryce scored 10 points, including 
eight rebounds, five blocks and 
three assists in the Voyageurs' 



loss. 

Laurentian struggled in shooting, 
as the Voyageurs went 1 8 for 58 in 
field goal attempts and 6 for 26 in 
three point shots, while the Gee- 
Gees scored 35 of 70 and 14 of 
31. 

Also, the Voyageurs' misuse of 
the ball helped the Gee-Gees, 
as Ottawa scored 32 points off 
Laurentian turnovers. 
On Saturday Nov 15, the 
Voyageurs defeated the Carleton 
Ravens in comeback fashion 60- 
57 solidifying Laurentian's second 
victory of the OUA season. 
In the first, both teams exchanged 
points early on, but the Ravens 
pulled away with the opening 
quarter lead by four points, 1 2-8. 
The second proved to be a struggle 
for Laurentian, as the Voyageurs 
managed only six points in the 
quarter, while Carleton scored 16 
to take a commanding 28-14 lead 
going into halftime. 
Although being down by 14 points 
at the start of the second half, the 
Voyageurs came out with a little 
more jump scoring timely shots 
and forcing Carleton to turn over 
the ball, cutting down the Ravens' 
lead to only 1 2 points, 40-28, going 
into the final frame. 
In the fourth, Laurentian rallied 
back and scored 32 points, and 
within the dying seconds of the 
quarter, the Voyageurs pulled away 
with a three point victory, handing 
the Ravens their second loss of 
the season. 

Laurentian's Danielle Harris led 
the way for the Voyageurs, as she 
scored 21 of her 25 points in the 
second half. 

Forestell also had a strong 
offensive game, as she scored 14 
points for Laurentian. 
Bryce did a little bit of everything as 
well, scoring 10 points, five assists 
and stealing the ball five times. 
Carleton failed to score one three 
point attempt throughout the game 
going 0-8, while Laurentian went 5 



for 16 from behind the arc. 

The Voyageurs scored 18 points 
off turnovers and managed to 
score 16 bench points compared 
to the Ravens' 12. 
Laurentian coach, Jason Hurley, 
believes his team allowed 
themselves to "play together" as 
one you unit. 

"We played with emotion," he said. 
"This was a huge learning process 
for us. If you put it all out there, 
when it comes time for the game, 
you are going to be successful and 
we proved that. We allowed the 
game to come to us, we shared 
the ball and made key shots. It was 
good basketball." 
Although Harris' 25 points was 
a major piece to Laurentian's 
success over Carleton, the fourth- 
year player said her teammates 
are the reason why the Voyageurs 



were successful in gaining their 
second win of the season. 
"We just really wanted it," Harris 
said. "Those points were team 
points and it came down to playing 
a team game. There was a lot of 
good screens and good plays by 
my teammates. We pushed hard 
and that's how we should play 
every game." 

The Voyageurs' next set of home 

games are on Nov 28 and 29 when 
they host the Guelph Gryphons and 
Lakehead Thunderwolves with 
both games beginning at 6:00 p.m. 
at the Ben F Avery Gymnasium.
